What a Commission Could Do 


Because we think this case deserves more at- 
tention than it has received, the Post-Dispatch 


herewith reviews the case step by step and rec- | 


ommends the appointment of a commission of 
perhaps three distinguished citizens to look into 
the facts—in secret, should that be necessary. 


‘If the Attorney General is justified in excluding 


Mrs. Knauff without holding a hearing and with- 
‘out ‘telling her why, such à commission could 
check the circumstances and report ‘this conclu- 
sion to the country as a considered judgment. 

So far, the necessity for excluding Mrs. Knauff 
has not been made clear. Unless it is made 
clear; there will always remain the strong. pos- 
sibility that the exclusion was not necessary to 
national security, but was a cover-up to hide a 
bureaucratic mistake. 7 

The Post-Dispatch does not say that the De- 
partment of Justice may not have facts which 
make it unsafe to admit Mrs. Knauff.

Twists and Turns of Two Months 


Here are the twists and turns of the case in 
the last two months: | . 

Jan. 16—The Supreme Court, by vote of 
4-to-3, upheld the exclusion order, in a decision 
by Justices Vinson, Reed, Burton and Min- 
ton: ‘Justices Jackson, Black and Frankfurter 
dissented vigorously. Justice Jackson denounced 
the plea of the Attorney General “that evidence 
must be secret” as “abhorrent to free. men.” 
Déscribing the procedure “as dangerously wrong 
in principle,” he said: “I should direct the Attor- 
ney General either to produce his evidence justi- 
fying exclusion or to admit Mrs. Knauff to the 
country.” Justice Frankfurter, alarmed by the 
“greater hazards of the informer’s tale, without 
any opportunity for its refutation,” said that 
“considerations of national security, insofar as 
they are pertinent, can be protected by A hearing 
in camera.” | 

Jan. 18—The Post-Dispatch printed a leading 
editorial, entitled “The Case of Ellen Knauff.“ 
The editorial predicted that “this ruling will 
some day be reversed.” It described the spectacle 
of Justice Jackson severely criticizing the con- 
duct of one of his successors in the office of At- 
torney General, Tom Clark, now a Justice, as 
“one of the most unusual in Supreme Court his- 
tory.” 

Feb. 3—Senator William Langer, North Da- 
kota Republican, introduced a bill proposing that 
the Attorney General be directed to “cancel any 
outstanding order of exclusion.” The bill also 
proposed that Mrs. Knauff be permitted “immé- 
diate entry” into the United States. ‘In accord- 
ance with custom, it was expected that hearings 
would be held before any further steps were 
taken to return Mrs. Knauff to Germany.

In agreeing to 
this review, the court rejected the vigorous argu- 
ments of David McKibbon, chief of the civil 
division of the United States Attorney's office 
in New York. This review was expected to halt 
deportation proceedings for several weeks. 


March 7— Representative Francis E. Walter. 
Pennsylvania Democrat, chairman of the House 
Judiciary subcommittee on immigration, intro- 
duced a private bill to require the Attorney 
General to cancel the exclusion order. Repre- 
sentative Roosevelt told the House that the 
Knauff case raised a civil liberties question 
that is “serious and immediate.” He commended 
the Post-Dispatch, the New York Times and the 
New York Post for their interest in the case. 


March 16—Mrs. Knauff’s lawyer, Gunther Ja- 
cobson, proposed to the House subcommittee, in 
a letter to Representative Walter, that she be 
subpenaed for a hearing. Jacobson wrote that 
he is “convinced the Government has no evi- 
dence against this young woman and that she is 
entirely innocent of any political activities.” 

Such is the confused and contradictory record 
of the perpleting eise of Ellen Knauff in the 
two months since the Supreme Court's narrow 
decision against her admission as a war bride.

Since the 

word describes the equivalent of 

the, midday siesta, your guess 

might be that it is of Spanish 

origin. The fact is that while 

the idea may be the product of 

the warm Latin sun, the term is 

Old English, out of the cold and 
foggy northlands.
